The record-breaking raid cen- 
tered on Leuna, with diversionary 
forces switching off to hit objec- 
tives in Berlin and the big freight 
yards at Osnabruck and Giessen in 
the west.

Public Enemy No. 2, Say Yank 
Outposts, Is a German Police 
Dog Going by Name of Fritz 


By HAL BOYLE 
In Germany, Dec. 1 (Delayed) 


--i/Ti— Fritz, the "Phantom Patrol 
Dog," is back at work for tha Nazis 
— and is proving very annoying to 
American frontline guards. 


Repeatedly, the Yanks have tried 
to .shoot or trap this enemy canine 
operator, but so far the big, wily 
German police dog has eluded all 
ambushes;. 


Combat troops of the 2nd Infan- 
try Division's 38th Regiment rate 
him as the enemy's most intellgcnt 
agent. For weeks, he waged an al- 
mast nightly war of nerves with a 
foiir-man American outpost for a 
rilifc company. Definitely, they late 
him as "public enemy No. 2." 


Fritz is as dark as 
the night 
under the cover of which he oper- 
ates. He stands about two feet tall 
and weighs about 100 pounds. 
"He tries to infiltrate through our 
lines at least three or four nights 
awoek," said Pfc. Leo C. Schmidt 
of Cloutierville, La., one of the men 
stationed in the lonely outpost past 
which Fritz tries to sneak to smell 
cut the American positions. "He is 
very well trained and we; think he 
acts as an advance guard for the 
Gorman patrols." 


"Yeah, every time he gets near 


us he growls or barks like he was 
sending a message to somebody be- 
Ihind him," agreed Pfc. Loyd Wil- 
derson of Gainesville, Ga., another 
outpost member. 


If Fritz has had a particularly 


narrow escape one night, he takes 
the next night off. But four Yank 
outpost guards -say he never .stays 
away from his patrol job two nights 
in a row and shows no real signs 
of "battle fatigue" despite all the 
bullets they have fired at him. 


Schmidt admires Fritz' skill as a 
patrol scout and says 
he 
never 
barks up the wrong tree. 


"He wears some small bells or 
pieces of metal on his neck which 
jingle 
faintly 
when 
he trots," 
Schmidt .said. "When a flare is set 
off, he lies flat on his stomach or 
freeze in his tracks so as not to 


i'ive away his position." 


Taking the capture of this spec- 
tral enemy visitor as a 
personal 


challenge, 
the Louisiana 
soldier 
several times 
has 
set meat and 
baited traps for him — but Fritz 
refuses to bile — at least when it 
would endanger him. 


"The way we try to trap him is 


to set out pieces of meat leading 
up to our outpost. But that 
dog 


doesn't stick his head out just to 
fill up his belly. He eats up to a 
certain point—then he stops. All 
we've been doing, it looks like, is 
supplying him with free meals." 


"You can't get him with booby 


traps either," said Louis Frazer of 
Gladys, Va. "It's uncanny, the way 
he can pick a path through 
the 


mines and booby traps without get- 
ting hurt." 


The first of the four soldiers to 


see the dog was Pfc. Howard L. 
Zimmerman of (733 Madison St.) 
Ponliac, 111., and he regards then- 
duel as the strangest experience he 
has met in the war. 


"AH of them have taken shots at 
hire." he said, "but 
somehow he 
gets away — you know a black dog 
on a dark night isn't much of a 
target. He is spooky,"

Rated High 
by Industry

Washington, De<J, 9 •—(#>)— Em- 
ployers — who Wish to find jobs for 
disabled veterans — might benefit 
from a government study recently 
made. 


The study *- largest of Us kind 


ever undertaken — was made bv 
the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics 
(BLS). It covered 300 plants, 
BLS says: 
"It is clear from the reports that 


the majority of companies consider 
handicapped fa nice Wofd for dis- 
abled) persons to be as good or bet 
tor than, the non-halidicapped as re- 
gards performance on the job." 
-The study showed that the dis- 
abled were, just as efficient as the 
non-dishbled; 


It also showed that the disabled 
workers Were absent 
less 
often, 


were Injured less often, and quit 
their jobs less, frequently. 


The 
reason: 
Disabled workers 


have a harder time getting a job 
and therefore try harder to keep 


The 300 plants in this study em- 


ployed 1,300,000 workers. Of that 
number 63,000 were disabled. Their 
disability ranged from the crippled 
to the deaf and blind. 


This' was a study 
of disabled 


workers —,not of disabled 
veter- 
ans — although there were 'some of 
those in the-63,000. 
. - • ' 


The total number of disabled peo- 
ple in this country'is not known, 
Several years ago it was estimated 
that there were at least 5 million 
and that 3 million of them'were of 
employable: age. 


Great numbers oMhem have been 


employed during the war "because 
of the manpower shortage. Many 
will retire from their jobs dftcr the 
war. 


But many won't. And the disabled 
veterans ,will be coming 
back.

Rated High 
by Industry 


By JAMES MARL&W 
Washington, De<J, 9 •—(#>)— Em- 
ployers — who Wish to find jobs for 
disabled veterans — might benefit 
from a government study recently 
made. 


The study *- largest of Us kind 


ever undertaken — was made bv 
the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics 
(BLS). It covered 300 plants, 
BLS says: 
"It is clear from the reports that 


the majority of companies consider 
handicapped fa nice Wofd for dis- 
abled) persons to be as good or bet 
tor than, the non-halidicapped as re- 
gards performance on the job." 
-The study showed that the dis- 
abled were, just as efficient as the 
non-dishbled; 


It also showed that the disabled 
workers Were absent 
less 
often, 


were Injured less often, and quit 
their jobs less, frequently. 


The 
reason: 
Disabled workers 


have a harder time getting a job 
and therefore try harder to keep 


The 300 plants in this study em- 


ployed 1,300,000 workers. Of that 
number 63,000 were disabled. Their 
disability ranged from the crippled 
to the deaf and blind. 


This' was a study 
of disabled 


workers —,not of disabled 
veter- 
ans — although there were 'some of 
those in the-63,000. 
. - • ' 


The total number of disabled peo- 
ple in this country'is not known, 
Several years ago it was estimated 
that there were at least 5 million 
and that 3 million of them'were of 
employable: age. 


Great numbers oMhem have been 


employed during the war "because 
of the manpower shortage. Many 
will retire from their jobs dftcr the 
war. 


But many won't. And the disabled 
veterans ,will be coming 
back.
